So far as they may be inconsistent, 
will supersede the Constitutions. of the forty- 
eight states and the statutes that have been or 
may be passed thereunder; and, it will similarly 
nullify the statutes of the United States. Opinions 
a as to whether it would also supersede any 
nconsistent. provisions of the Constitution of the 
United States. 
Hence, this proposed: treaty is a matter of 
first importance. 





The Genocide Convention has been drawn up | 
and approved under the General Assembly of | 


eee Nations. Clearly it is just one more 

llustration of the disposition of UN and the so- 
called alphabetical agencies, which are in. some 
way related to UN, .to tie the whole world in 
knots.

those at whose instance this Genocide Convention 
hag been drawn, have set forth in true New Deal 
fashion certain premises whose truth and validity 
are, to say the least, in grave doubt. The same 
minority, of. course, cooked up these premises. 
GENOCIDE DEFINED 


Genocide is defined in Article II as— — 

. .. any of the following acts committed with 
intent to destroy, Sal or coms entcn a 
tional, ethnical, racial or religious group, as 
such (bold ours): 


“(a) Killing members of the group; 

“(b) Causing serious bodily or mental harm 
to members of the group (bold ours) ; 

“(c) Deliberately inflicting on the group 
conditions of life calculated to bring. about its 
physical destruction in whole or in part; 

“(d) Imposing measures intended to pre- 
vent births within the group; 

“(e) Forcibly transferring children of the 
group to another group.” 

We differ strongly with the premise that “at 
all periods of history has inflicted great 
losses on humanity.” To be sure there have been 
some instances of genocide where whole races or 
substantial parts of races have been blotted out. 
Thus, when the children of Israel captured the 
city of Jericho, it is recorded that the entire 

tion of men, women and children were put 
to the sword. 

The murder by Soviet Russia of 11,000 
Polish officers, merely on the ground, apparently, 
that they were Polish officers, was a case of 
genocide. So was the alleged killing by Hitler of 
large numbers of non-Nazis, many of them of 
the Jewish faith or race. It is frequently a 
that Hitler killed six million Jews. It has been 
shown authoritatively that_no such number were 
in fact killed—that the number was probably 


not in excess of one million. This was bad enough. - 


FROM THE AMERICAN STANDPOINT 


Now, from our standpoint as Americans, 
killing off a race, or a part of a race, or the 
members of a religious cult, yo anges + a is 
still no ground for requiring the United States of 
America in effect to overthrow to a large extent 
its form of government, by surrendering part of 
its sovereignity to an international committee. 
Every state in the Union has laws for the punish- 
ment of murder, whether the victims be one or 
many. 

The point at issue is the real purpose of the 
Genocide Convention. Is it to prohibit mass mur-

To be sure, provision is made in the “Con- 
vention” for states and nations to punish such 
“offenses.” It is provided in Article V that— 

. “The Contracting Parties undertake to 
enact, in accordance with their respective Con- 
stitutions, the necessary legislation to give 
effect to the provisions of the present Con- 
vention and, in particular, to provide effective 
penalties for persons guilty of genocide or of 
any of the other acts enumerated in article 
III.” (Bold ours). 

Then it is provided in Article VI— 

“Persons charged with genocide or any of 
the other acts enumerated in article II shall 
be tried by a competent tribunal of the State 
in the territory in which the act was com- 
mitted, or by such international penal tribunal 
as may have jurisdiction with respect to those 
Contracting Parties which shall have accepted 
its jurisdiction.” (Bold ours.) 

Obviously the words bold are the authority 
for turning over complete jurisdiction over 
American citizens to this international committee 
or tribunal. In fact, under Article VI, the inter- 


national tribunal could take jurisdiction and en- 


tertain a criminal prosecution without waiting 
for the state itself to act in whose territory the 
alleged offense was committed. 
NOTE THIS DEFINITION OF GENOCIDE

GENOCIDE CONVENTION— 
MERELY ONE OF SEVERAL 

It is interesting to consider this Genocide 
Convention not only by itself, but in the light of 
all the other international. made to the 
Congress of the United States. 

There is, for instance, the International 
Trade Organization Charter (ITO), under which, 
if ratified by the Senate as a treaty, the control 
of our foreign trade, and presently of our domes- 
tie trade, will be taken away from the 
and the governments of the several states and 
turned over to an international committee. 

There is the so-called “Right to Organize” 
Convention of the International Labor 
tion (ILO), under which, if ratified as a treaty, 
the relations between workers and their ee 
ers will be under the control, not of the Ameri 
people themselves through their own Cananeel 
and through the several state governments, but 
of an international committee. 

Of course these two agreements do not 
specifically state that, after ratification, the 
government of any ratifying country will cease 
to have any authority and that the authority 
over these several matters will be vested in in- 
ternational committees. But it is perfectly clear 
fromthe contexts of the two agreements that 
the rulings of the two international bodies will 
prevail where they differ from the laws of 
Congress and the Constitution and laws of the 
several states. And we may be sure that these 
bodies would constantly tend to increase and 
stretch every power they could spell out of the 
language of the convention.

Yet election returns, if nothing else, have fre- 
quently shown that vast numbers of working 
people, many of whom had been forced to join 
the unions, have little sympathy with the radical 
political and social views of their leaders. 

Then there are the ministers of the Gospel, 
huge numbers of whom have been persuaded by 
subtle communist propaganda, the source of 
which the ministers in question often do not 
suspect, that the Gospel of Christ requires them 
to go political. 

Fourthly, there are people like Alger Hiss— 
young men and women who came out of college 
(often the Harvard Law School) and, frequently 
without any other expérience, entered govern- 
ment service. ' 

The United States is the only large solvent 
country remai in the world today. We owe a 
direct debt of 257 billions—plus some 200 bil- 
lions of indirect debt. We have an annual budget 
of 42 billion dollars. Some 30 per cent of the 
income of.all Americans.goes to pay for govern- 
ment, 

Yet we still have most of our freedoms. The 
principles underlying individual freedom, and 
private enterprise, private property and indivi- 
dual initiative had become so thoroughly in- 
grained in the people that even the devastating 
effects of the pouring out of precious lives, of 
national resources and materials in two world 


wars, and the reckless spending of the two social- 
istic governments of Roosevelt and Truman, have 
still left it the richest, most stable country in the 
world. 

Strong as we are, however, yet there are 
limits beyond which even this great country 
cannot go. Should confidence be undermined (and 


there are several ways in which this might hap- {tional Socialists and 


pen), the country could slip fast into a bankrupt, 
totalitarian state. For much of our wealth con- 
sists in the fact that as a country we are a going 
concern. Our wealth is not so much in what we 
have, but in what we produce. 

OUR “WORLD RESPONSIBILITIES” 


The assertion is frequently made that the 
United States “must assume its world responsi- 
bilities.” So far as this has any meaning, it is a 
thought, and utterance of the international Se- 
cialists. For the United States for fifty years past 
has assumed far greater responsibilities than the 
people of any other country. During the interval 


between the world wars, when left-wingers “here. 


and abroad were dubbing us “isolationist,” we 
spent many billions of dollars in Europe in the 
effort to repair the damage done by war. Since 
the end of World War II we have spent 30 billions 
of treasure in Europe and other countries. 

Clearly, “isolationist,” in the language of 
international left-wingers, means merely unwill- 
ingness to give away all we have and descend to 
‘the economic and social level of the rest of the 
world. ;

Henee this nation should highly resolve that 
it will make no more general international com- 
mitments of any kind, for the carrying out of 
such commitments willwater down our material 
wealth, weaken the fibre of our people, and 


_undermine our liberties. 


HERE’S WHAT TO DO | 


This Genocide Convention should be dropped 
out of the window and forgotten altogether. The 
internationalist agency that cooked it up should 
be told to take it away. To adopt it would merely 
make present day confusion worse confounded. 
It would let loose an avalanche of international 
laws and rulings on top of our national, state 
and local laws.
